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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Davis et al reference (5583962) can still be 
read on the newly amended claim languages --> the deformatter breaks up the signal into the encoded audio information and auxiliary 
data; the decoder decodes the audio data, and the converter (1070; which can be construed as a type of encoder) uses the auxiliary data 
with the decoded audio data to prepare the bits for the inverse filter bank. Examiner notes that further defining how the auxiliary data is 
communicated and used in the second part of the encoding process may overcome the Davis reference. Examiner also notes that that 
proposed amended claim language will be entered (the amendment only re-defines what was previously presented in the claims). . 
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
